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Poles drop mediator, 
jail more dissidents 
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GDANSK, Poland (API. — The 
government replaced its top labour 
negotiator yesterday and made 
fresh appeals to end the widespread 
walkouts that have crippled 
Poland's Baltic Sea coast. 

Sources said the strike had 
spread to some soo factories, and 
polish radio called the situation in 
the major port cities “extremely 
serloiis." 

In a surprise move, the govern- 
ment announced that Deputy 
Premier Tadeusz Pyba had been 
replaced as ’chairman of a special 
commission dispatched here last 
weekend to negotiate with workers 
who began walking off their Jobs at 
the Lenin shipyards and other 
enterprises. 

Pyka, a longtime ally of party 
leader Edward Glerek, was replac- 
ed by another deputy premier, 
Miecryslaw Jagielski. The 
longtime Politburo member is con- 
sidered the senior and most influen- 
tial of Poland’s five deputy 
premiers. 

Jagielski went on Gdansk radio 
and offered to send negotiators to 
meet, with workers in their in- 


dividual plants. The official PAP 
news agency said talks were under 
way between the commission and 
47 strike committees, but gave no 
further details. 

The shakeup was one of several 
signs that the situation along the 
Baltic coast was deteriorating 
despite efforts towards a settle- 
ment. 

In Warsaw, police rounded up 
five more members of the Com- 
mittee for Social Self-Defence 
(KOR), the country’s most active 
dissident- group, bringing the 
number of those arrested to at least 
19. 

KOR members had been among 
the principal sources of strike inform 
mation for foreign reporters. 
Sources said police rounded up the 
dissidents on Wednesday night in a 
series of raids at their apartments 
in Warsaw. 

In Washington, the State Depart- 
ment yesterday urged the quick 
.release of the dissidents, marking 
the first time that It has commented 
on the dispute between the Polish 
government and workers.

Israel reacted yesterday with 
bitter anger to the latest Securi- 
ty Council resolution on 
Jerusalem, and especially to 
the U.S. failure to veto it. 

Meanwhile, a fourth Latin 
American country. Chile, has con- 
firmed that It will move its em- 
bassy from Jerusalem to Tel Aviv. 
The Chilean charge d'affaires will 
formally convey hia government’s 
decision to the foreign ministry this 
morning. 

The UN resolution, the Foreign 
Ministry said in on official state- 
ment, “will encourage extremism, 
blackmail and incitement to war." 
And Minister Yitzhak Shamir told 


the U.S. ambassador Samuel Lewis 
of Israel's deep disappointment 
over the U.S. abstention at the 
council, which had enabled the 
resolution to be carried. 

The resolution, supported by the 
other 14 council members, urged 
countries with embassies In 
Jerusalem to move them 
elsewhere. 

Chile’s move follows the ex- 
amples of Venezuela, -Uruguay and 
Ecuador. It brings the number of 
embassies in Jerusalem down to 
nine: Holland, Haiti. Bolivia, 
Panama. Guatemala, Ei Salvador, 
the Dominican Republic. Costa 
Rica and Colombia. 

There are fears In Jerusalem that 
the Security Council resolution will 
lead to further withdrawals of em- 


bassies frum the capital. 

Labour Party leader Shimon 
Peres yesterday expressed par- 
ticular concern that the resolution 
would Influence the Dutch govern- 
ment which ia now considering 
whether to move its embassy or 
leave it In Jerusalem. Peres in- 
dicated that he had been in contact 
with socialist leaders In Holland In 
a last-ditch effort to avert the likely 
decision to move the embassy. 

The official Foreign Ministry 
statement issued at noon yesterday 
“categorically rejected" the 
Security Council resolution. It vow- 
ed that the resolution would "not 
undermine the status of Jerusalem 
us the capita! of a sovereign Israel 
and as a united city which will 
i< oatlaurd nn page t, col.

.TOKYO. — At least nine Soviet 
seamen were killed and three in- 
jured yesterday when fire broke out 
aboard their nuclear-powered sub- 
marine as it cruised off the 
southern coast of Japan. 

Japanese authorities, fearing 
radioactive leaks, warned ships to 
keep clear of the crippled 3,500-ton 
Echo-1 class submarine. 

The Japanese maritime safety 
agency launched a search tor possi- 
ble radioactive leaks, but said that 
it had found none. 

The ship lay motionless about 96 
km east of Okinawa. 

Naval sources In Tokyo did not 
rule out the possibility of a radioac- 
tive leak, but they added that it was 


unlikely because of safety 
precautions on nuclear-powered 
submarines. 

After the submarine spumed 
offers of help from Japanese 
authorities and a British tanker, 
about 50 crew members were 
transferred to a Soviet vessel, 
which meed to the scene in a main 
shipping route linking Japan and 
South-east Asia. 

The Japanese agency said that 
the submarine, based at the Soviet 
Far East naval port of Vladivostok, 
had a crew of about 92. 

The rescue ship, the 4,374-ton 
Meridian, reached the submarine

Detectives miffed by new

WASHINGTON. — The Carter ad- 
ministration's refusal to veto the 
latest Anti-Israel UN Security Coun- 
cil resolution came under sharp 
criticism yesterday from 
Republican presidential candidate 
Ronald Reagan. Independent can- 
didate John Anderson, the 
American Jewish leadership and 
influential congressmen. 

Reagan said last night he was 
"appalled" to see the U.S. abstain. 

"The U.S. should oppose moves 
that would weaken, qualify ‘or delay 
the process for achieving peace un- 
der Resolution 242," Reagan said in 
a statement issued here. ‘To that 
end the U.S. should have vetoed this 
resolution as it should alJ such 
resolutions." he added. 

Israeli Ambassador Ephraim 
Evron, interviewed by ACBC-TV 
News, said he was "deeply disap- 


pointed" by the U.S. decision. 

But White House and Slate 
Department officials, who had been 
bracing for an angry’ reaction from 
Jerusalem, were relieved yester- 
day by what they sensed was an in- 
itially restrained response. 

Based on the relatively mild 
statements coming from Israel, ad- 
ministration officials suggested 
that Prime Minister Mcnahem 
Begin was apparently not eager for 
a major confontation with 
Washington over the U.S. absten- 
tion. "Begin knows that his govern- 
ment. by following Qeuia Cohen, 
was largely responsible for the U.S. 
abstention." one source said. 

In advance of the U.S. vote on 
Wednesday, White House and Slate 
Department officials had been 
warned that the Israeli government 
would react sharply and decisively. 
But so far, that does not appear to 


be Ihv case. 

Administration officials 
recognise that without a more 
forceful Israeli reaction, '.here 
would be iittlu likelihood that 
Israel's friends In the U.S. could 
sustain its ant:-Cartcr campaign.

West Bank man confesses 
he shot soldier in Hebron 
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Jerusalem Poet Reporter 
Mohammed Ibrahim Abu All, 24, 
■from Yatta. a village near Hebron, 
(confessed yesterday during initial 
Interrogation to the murder of 
Yehoshua Sloma, a yeshlva- 
affi Hated soldier, who was shot in 
the head as he shopped In the town’s 
market on January 31. 

Abu All was detained by security 
authorities in the early hours of 
yesterday morning, following 
months of intensive Investigations. 

Few details of the probe have been 
released, but the suspect so far 
maintains that he acted on his own 
and ia not connected with any 
terrorist organization. 

There were reports last night that 
Abu All, married and the father of 
two children, first came under 
suspicion on the basis of In- 
telligence and after security ser- 
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vice agents had matched him with a 
description of the attacker given by 
witnesses at the time. 

Last night ft was learned that 
another man had been detained in 
the area, but it is not clear whether 
he was associated with Abu AIL 
Investigators suspect that Abu All 
waited in a local shop for a suitable 
target. 

As far as Is known, no connection 
has been established between Abu- 
All and the 7 terrorists who gunned 
down six settlers outside Beit 
H&dassah on May 2. 

But investigators are reportedly 
optimistic about progress made so 
far in this case. 

Stoma’s murder was widely seen 
as the start of a serious deteriora- 
tion In the West Bank security 
situation. It was followed by the 
Belt H&dassah attack. A month 
later, bombs were placed in the 
cars of three West Bank mayors, 
severely injuring two of them and ' 
an Israeli Druse bomb disposal ex- 
pert.

TEL AVIV. — ■ Inspector General 
" Herzl 8 hafir has ordered all detec- 
tives hot to use violence against 
suspects under Interrogation, say- 
ing that he would rather dismiss a 
policeman or have him tried, rather 
than cover up tor him. 

Shafiria new directive* have caus- 
ed widespread resentment among 
detectives who claim that their 
work is already too hampered by 
legal limitations. Now. with the new 
orders to work according to the rule 
book, some detectives in an elite 
unit said yesterday they would be 
hesitant in following up many 
serious crimes — especially those 
known to Involve violent criminals. 

S hafir reportedly told policemen 
from the country's three major 
detective units: “I prefer to kick 
some detectives and officers out of 
the police force. ... (have them) tried 
for offences committed against 
suspects during interrogation, than 
to cover for a policeman who 
violates the law." 

A detective In the main police sta- 
tion in the southern district said that 
for a few weeks Ms people have 
known that a violent criminal 
from Jerusalem Is keeping bard 
drugs In hia home. But nobody 
wants to arrest the man since he is 
expected to attack the policemen 
and none of them is willing to en- 
danger his life and then be liable to 
complaints that the policemen at- 
tacked Mm. 

A detective in Tel Aviv's central 
unit said that since Shaflr explained 
his position, police in his district 
have not been able to get even one 
admission from a suspect. "Apart | 


from Shafir's Instruct! ana... we also 
are under pressure from the at' 
torqeys, ur»o refuse io a crept 
charge sheets against suspects who 
claim they've been beaten."

The djan of the diplomatic corps, 
the Dominican Republic’s Am- 
bassador Jose Villanueva, has said 
he would rather quit his job than be 
the man to move his country's em- 
bassy from Jerusalem to Tel Aviv.

Villanueva indicated that he did 
not know yet what effect, if any, the 
Security Council resolution of 
Wednesday night would have on his 


government. The council urged 
countries with embassies in 
Jerusalem to withdraw them from 
the city. "Anything could happen," 
Villanueva said. 

He argued that even If all the 
other eight embassies still in 
Jerusalem were withdrawn It 
would be “fitting" for him, as dean 
of the corps, to remain here "in 
splendid isolation." 

He had been living in Jerusalem 
for close to 10 years, he said. Hia 
children had gone to school in the 
city, the family was comfortable 
here, and he "neither liked nor ap- 
proved or' the notion that (In em- 
bassy be moved. 

"I don't think ure wcvlr gain 


anything from that.” he ventured. 
"At Any rail!. I’d rather that

Such au act of disobedience of his 
part would automatically lead to 
his retirement from the foreign ser- 
vice. Villanueva indicated. 

The Costa Rican ambassador told 
Kol Yisraei that he had had no in- 
dication from his government of 
any intention to move the embassy 
out of Jerusalem.

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X-ray technicians strike, 
vow to defy work orders

TEL AVIV. - Some 300 X-ray 
technicians wont out on strike 
yesterday and announced that they 
would defy bnck-to-work orders if 
Issued by the government. 

Yesterday's strike had a limited 
effect because 100 to 150 technicians 
were still on duty to handle 
.emergencies and to treat patients 
in cancer wards. Such skeleton 
staffs will continue to work in 
hospitals, but clinics will be closed. 

The technicians said they will 
meet here on Monday to decide on 
their next move. The cabinet is ex- 
pected to discuss the situation on 
Sunday. . 

Civil service commissioner Eitazi 
Jacobson said yesterday that he 
will ask the cabinet to issue back-to- 
work orders and to punish strikers 
who do not comply with them. 
Defiant strikers are liable to im- 
prisonment. a IS25.000 fine each, or 
dismissal. 

"They're a bunch of bastards." a 
senior source in the civil service 
commission said. "They hold us by 
the throat — and they know it. The 
alternative (to fighting them) is to 
ask them to write on a piece of 
paper how much money they want 
— and to comply with the dictate," 
he added. * 

But Naim Ramati, the strikers' 


lender, said that he would stop ail 
work if punitive, measures are 
taken against strikers. 

The technicians want to work 
only five hours a day, instead of the 
present six, arguing that their 
colleagues in Western Europe work 
only 30 hours a week because of the 
dangers involved. 

Flamati also demanded that their 
wage scale be linked to that of 
nurses. He declined to say how 
much that would net the 
technicians, .but another union of- 
ficial said it would double their pay. 

According to Ramati. a techni- 
cian who does not work overtime 
grosses only IS3.000 a month. 
Jacobson said that an examination 
of their recent pay slips showed 
that on the average, technicians 
grossed more than IS5.000 a month 
with no or very little overtime 
work. 

The dispute has been going on for 
some 10 months. The government 
broke an earlier strike nine months 
ago by Issuing back-to-work orders 
to some technicians. The strike 
committee consequently ordered 
all technicians to -return to work. 

The back-to-work orders expired 
a fortnight ago. and the workers 
promised not to strike in an attempt 
to clear the atmosphere for new 
negotiations. But Ramati complain- 
ed that no progress had been made.

Almost all of the 130 member 
churches supported the resolution, 
which says the Israeli decision 
“dangerously undermines all ef- 
forts towards the just solution of the 
Middle East problem." 

The World Council of Churches 
represents more than 400 million 
Christians. 


Dutch withdraw their embassy 
from Jerusalem, the Emirates 
News Agency reported yesterday. 

The agency said the warning was 
contained In a note handed to the 
Dutch charge d'affaires at the 
Emirates’ foreign ministry yester- 
day. 

A letter from the president of the 
Israel branch of the veterans of the 
Jewish resistance In Prance was 
handed yesterday to the charge 
d'affaires of the Dutch embassy In 
Jerusalem. 


President Dr. E. Gulnat urged 
Holland to stand up to Arab 
demands that it remove its embassy 
from Jerusalem. He recalled the 
Dutch people's stand against the 
Nazis during World War U. 

"Once again,” wrote Guinat, "it 
Is Holland’s destiny to set an exam- 
ple for all freedom-loving people in 
the world."

(Continued from page one) • .'-Vi'-j 
course of his speech, he strongly 
lashed out against the resolution. 

But he also explained that 
Israel's "unilateral •actions" regar- 
ding Jerusalem — a specific 
reference to the Knesset's enact- 
ment' of the Geula Cohen bill — 
prevented Washington from voting 
against the resolution. 

"We have encouraged all parties 
to refrain from unilateral actions 
which seek to change the character 
of status of Jerusalem," he said. 
"In line with this position, we will 
not vote against the resolution as 
presently written." 

The conference of Presidents of 
Major American Jewish 
Organizations, following an 
emergency meeting, expressed its 
"profound" disappointment over 
the U.S. decision. "It is deeply dis- 
turbing." the umbrella organiza- 
tion said in a statement. 

Senator Daniel Patrick Moynihan 
(Democrat-New York) called the 
abstention "a major error” that 
"reveals a great failure of un- 
derstanding by our government. 

"To abstain is to acquiesce," 
Moynihan, a former UN am- 
bassador, said. "When we chose not 
to cast our vote, the action of the 
Security Council became our 
responsibility." 

Senator Jacob Javits 
(Republican-New York) said the 
abstention was “a grave mistake” 
which "imperils the peace 
process." 

Maxwell Greenberg, chairman of 
the B'nai B'rith Anti-Defamation 
League, said the U.S. action was 
"devoid of courage, leadership, 
loyalty to an ally and unwise." 

Howard Squadron, chairman of 
the Presidents Conference, said. 
"A veto would have been more con- 
sistent with Muskie’s remarks. We 
had been led to expect better from 
our new secretary of state." 

As reported by The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday, some senators had ' 
privately been told by the White 
House that Saudi Arabia might 
have reduced its oil production — 
currently running at 9.5 million 
barrels a day — if the U.S. had cast 
a veto. 


* The State Department's acting 
spokesman, David Passage, yester- 
day said he knew nothing of any 
such threat. 

But Senator Jack Danforth 
{RepubHcan-Missourij charged in 
a statement: "The administration’s 
position may buy oil, but it will 
never buy peace." 

Danforth, an lnfluentia 
Republican, said the ad 
ministration's decision "violates 
historic American policies toward 
Jerusalem, the Camp David peace 
process, the 1976 and 1980

"Only by assuming the use of 
Arab oil pressure can I give 
reason for the administration's 
weak-kneed abstention and a slap 
at its own (party) platform” Dan 
forth declared.

Hurvitz for rental building, 
but not at high cost to gov’t 


Labour seeking Knesset debate on poverty

TEL AVIV. — The government Is 
open to local contractors’ proposals 
for building rental housing. 
Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz 
told the building contractors 
association yesterday. 

“All suggestions will be 
checked," Hurvitz said. "If they 
are good, they will get first 
priority." But, he said, there would 
be no priority for projects involving 
the government in great expense. 

Association officials recently 
t criticized a rental housing contract 
'between a company owned by Hur- 
vitz' sons and the Housing Ministry. 
The agreement calls for the 

building of 1500 to 2,000 rental flats 
per year on government land being 
leased to the contractors for 20 
years. Implementation will depend 


on the company's ability to raise 
530 m. from abroad by June 1982. 

Local contractors, embittered by 
this and by the government's 
employing American firms to build 
the Negev airbases, have proposed 
a plan for the immediate building of 
3,700 flats, 2,000 of them for rent on 
contractor-owned land. 

Hurvitz has proposed a bill call- 
ing for minimum tax rates, 
available under the investment in- 
centive law, tor contractors ready 
to build apartments — half of which 
will be for sale Immediately, and 
half for uncontrolled rent for 'five 
years. 

But, the minister said, contrac- 
tors cannot expect to receive large ,| 
tax shelters in return for rental 
building. 

Government approval will go to 
whoever makes the beat offer, Hur- 
vitz said.

BONN (API. — A Palestine Libera- 
tion Organisation representative 
here yesterday accused many of 
the Palestinians living in Germany 
of dealing in drugs and said the 
PLO is willing to fly tens of 
thousands of them back to Lebanon. 

The West German government 
declined the offer. 

Abdullah Frangi, resident 
representative of the PLO, said - 
yesterday that "there are no 
politically persecuted 

Palestinians" among the 30,000 to 
35,000 expatriates here. 

He said all were taking advan- 
tage of West - Germany's liberal 
asylum laws, which- provide 
economic and social help for people 


who flee political persecution. 

Accusing them of dealing in 
hashish and heroin, Frangi said the 
Palestinians are being manipulated 
by American and probably Israeli 
agents, “and being sent back to 
Lebanon with certain orders." 

He offered to fly them to Lebanon 
without expense to West Germany, 
saying Jobs would be found for them 
there. 

Klaus Westkamp, spokesman for 
the Interior Ministry, said asylum 
is “a very personal basic individual 
right" and declined the offer.

The statement termed the iresolu- 
! tion "unjust and unilateral" and 
said it "furnishes further proof that 
the United Nations Organization has 
been converted into an instrument 
in the hands of Israel's enemies in 
their war against her existence and 
Independence." 

In a reference to the U.S. absten- 
tion — and to British and French 
support for the resolution — the 
statement said: "We are especially 
disappointed that very important 
free countries lent their hand to 
decisions which they themselves 
know have nothing in common with 
the true reality prevailing in 
Jerusalem. This resolution will en- 
courage extremism, blackmail and 
incitement to war In International 
relations." 

The term “incitement to war" 
was plainly a reference to the Saudi 
Arabian call for a jihad against 
Israel over Jerusalem, a call that 
has been endorsed by several other 
Arab states often described as 
“moderates." 

Foreign Minister Shamir, at his 
meeting with U.S. Ambassador 
Lewis, cited Secretary of State 
Muskie's own criticism of the- 
Security Council resolution, argu- 
ing that such criticism should 
naturally have led to an American 
veto. The secretary, Shamir noted, 
had said that the resolution's call on 
nations to remove their embassies 
from Jerusalem was not binding 
and was an interference in these 
nations’ affairs. 

Mark Segal adds: 

The Labour Party Leadership 
Bureau yesterday protested at the 
Security Council resolution on 
Jerusalem. The opposition party 
urged an all-out effort to develop 
Jerusalem. Party Chairman Peres 
dwelt on the gravity of the U.S. 
abstention, which especially in an 
election year, had grave im- 
plications for Israel. 

The Shinul central party also cen- 
sured the UN resolution and ad- 
vised the government against tak- 
ing any steps likely to further 
deepen Israel's international Isola- 
tion. such as annexing the Golan 
Heights. 

A statement Issued by Shell last

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Accord reached on firing 
20 El A1 navigators

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — Twen- 
ty El A1 navigators, who have been 
receiving’ salaries from the aHin » 
for the past few years without work- 
ing, win be di smi ssed accor ding to 
the arbitration agreement reached 
on Sunday between the Histadrut 
and airline representatives. 

El, Al's management hopes that 
the arbitration ruling will end one 
of the company’s most . complex 
personnel problems, which cost the 
airline ISSm. a year. 

The arbitrators ruled that each 
navigator may appeal his case 
either to the labour court or to 
further arbitration under Histadrut 
auspices- Airline sources stressed, 
however, that the appeal could not 
retract the dismissal itself, ' only 
lead to a re-examination of the 
navigator’s terms of retirement. 

El A1 would not dismiss any 
navigator who appeals Ms case 
before the arbitrators or labour 
court end the examination of his 
claims, the sources said. 

Navigators who accept the ruling 
without submitting an appeal will 
leave the airline within 30 days 
receive severance pay and benefits 
according to the work agreement. 
The navigators will not receive any 
of the additional benefits granted to 
El A1 personnel who opted for the 


early retirement programme, it 
was learned. 

The introduction of modern air- 
craft equipment and Boeing 747 
jets, beginning 10 years ago, 
gradually rendered the navigators' 
function superfluous. Within the 
past few years, the last of the 
navigators stopped working com- 
pletely. But they continued getting 
paid on the strength of work 
agreements which El Al's manage- 
ment seemed unable to break. 

After firing and putting on early 
retirement over 1,000 workers, clos- 
ing offices abroad, cutting un- 
profitable lines and hirin g an inter- 
national consulting firm for more 
efficiency measures, El A1 was still 
left with the navigators* problem. 
The air crews' works committee 
and Histadrut supported the 
navigators and threatened to strike 
if any navigator was fired. 

Three months ago, the navigators 
agreed to let the Histadrut ar- 
bitrate their case with the airline's 
representatives, stating t-imt they 
would adhere to the arbitrators' 
decision. 

It is expected, however, that most 
of .the navigators will appeal to 
further arbitration or to the labour 
court, as provided for by the 
original arbitration ruling, in an 
attempt to improve their retire- 
ment conditions.

Jaffa sub-district commander 
Nitzav-Mishne Avraham Musafla 
said yesterday that police had ac- 
cumulated a “pile” of intelligence 
which they had not been able to 
process due to the pressures or 
current events. 

"This week we received ad- 
ditional detectives and other per- 
sonnel, which finally made it possi- 
ble to deal with the plague of in- 
creasing crime in the area," he 
said. 

Musafia said that during the past 
few days the police had established 
that Jaffa criminals maintained ex- 
tensive contacts with stolen proper- 
ty dealers In the “Triangle" area. 

"We discovered many stolen 
spare parts for vehicles in the Jaffa 
area, and Investigation indicated 
that they had been supplied from 
the Triangle area." he said. 

The campaign will continue until 
Saturday night, by which time 
police hope to have rounded up all 
the suspects on their lists. 


Kollek welcomes 
return of 
JTem inarch

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek 
haa warmly endorsed the 
government’s decision, taken by 
Prime Minister Menahcm Begin 
this week, to retnstltute the 
Jerusalem march this coming Suc- 
cot.

Kollek said that it was wishful 
thinking to believe that holding the 
colourful hike would have any 
political impact.

Jerusalem free dental clinic 
initiated by French Jews

A free clir.ic established and run 
by volunteers from France has 
begun to make a dent in the ap- 
palling state of dental health among 
disadvantaged children in 
Jerusalem. 

Over 100 French Jews attended 
the dedication of the clinic in the 
Mekor Haylm neighbourhood 
yesterday. They were thanked for 
their efforts — in French — by 
Mayor Teddy Kollek. 

“I love these youngsters... they 
are all my children," enthused Dr. 
Yves Ovadia. a French Jewish den- 
tist from Dijon who paid his own 
travel expenses and is donating a 
month of his time to treat the 
children. He mans one of the four 
modern dental units in the 
renovated building with another 
demist and two nurses hired by the 
municipality. 

The innovative project was the in- 
itiative of Trudi Birger, an Israeli 
microbiologist, who collected sup- 
port in Paris while her husband was 
working there. Called DVI (Dental 
Volunteers for Israel), the project 
Is supported by Ziona. the Associa- 
tion of North African Jews in 
France. 

Up to 40 children can be treated 
every day. They are selected by 
social workers, and for most, it is 
their first experience at the dentist. 

"One 14-year-old girl had no teeth 


in the front; they had rotted away. 
Though she was pretty, she couldn’t 
look at herself in the mirror. Since 
the dentists are required only to do 
fillings and root canal work, they 
dug into their own pockets to buy 
materials for crowns.” says Birger. 
"Now she's a different girl." 

Dr. Dov Tamlr, who la responsi- 
ble for school dental sen-ices for 
the municipality, said that only one- 
quarter of the city's 64,000 elemen- 
tary school children can be helped 
by municipal facilities." "We have 
20 clinics — and we need 60." 

Elementary school children get 
lessons in dental care, but that has 
not been enough. The municipality 
plans to give out 20,000 free 
toothbrushes and plans to start In- 
troducing fluoride In the drinking 
water in the near future.

brother," Carter said. 

“If the people and government of 
Libya wanted to deal with me as a 
man of potential influence, they had

The president's brother was the 
major witness scheduled to testify 
before the third day of the special 
Senate judiciary subcommittee's 
public sessions in the crowded 
Senate caucus room, scene of the 
Joe McCarthy and Watergate 
hearings. 

The committee, among other 
things, wants to know if the $20,000 
Billy Carter received from Libya in 
December and the $200,000 in April 
was part of a $500,000 loan Libya 
promised him. or if these payments 
were part of a separate deal. 

Billy Carter said he decided to 
visit Libya because he knew it was 
"one of the two most radical 
governments in the world and I 
wanted to see how such a govern- 
ment was run." Also, he said he 
was “interested in agriculture" and 
had "never travelled to that part of 
the world." 

But although he heard some 
“general discussions about 
business opportunities" during the 


visit. Carter said, "1 did not pursue 
them." . 

Curler fluid ho was willing to fully 
answer i|iiestions from the com- 
milti-c and hoped his responses 
wimlil show that "Billy Carter is not 
a buffoon, a boob or a whacko... I 
am a common citizen with uncom- 
mon family problems.” 

Following his 27-page statement 
to the committee, chairman Birch 
Bayh iDemoerat-Indlana) adjourn- 
ed the committee for an executive 
session to consider some new 
evidence that came to the panel 
Wednesday. Bayh did not elaborate 
but indicated Billy Carter may be 
questioned about that material, 
also in executive session. 

An accountant who went to Libya 
to negotiate a S500.000 loan for Billy 
Carter testified on Wednesday that 
he was not told about the $200,000 
Libyan payment and does not know 
whether Libya has any agreement 
with the president's younger 
brother.

Veterans lukewarm to Carter 


BOSTON tUPIl. — President Jim- 
my Carter yesterday defended his 
military spending record as wise 
and prudent and warned it will do 
■ "no good to seek absolute superior!- 
. ty over the Soviet Union." His 
speech got a lukewarm reception 
from the American Legion conven- 
tion. 

Carter was interrupted 10 times 
by applause — a less enthusiastic 
greeting than the veteran's 
organization gave Republican 
presidential candidate Ronald 
Reagan on Wednesday when 
Reagan called for major boosts in 
U.5. military spending. 

In words clearly aimed at 
Reagan's criticism of defence 
policy. Carter repeatedly called on 


Americans to reject "illusions." 

"The destructive- power of the 
world's strategic arsenals is 
already adequate for total destruc- 
tion. It does no good to increase that 
destructive power in search of a 
temporary edge or in pursuit of the 
illusion of absolute superiority." 
the president said. 

The president had flown to Boston 
from Washington and was greeted 
at the airport by Senator Edward 
Kennedy, who unsuccessfully 
fought Carter for the Democratic 
nomination. 

Carter and Kennedy shook hands 
warmly and chatted in a show of 
Democratic unity before Carter 
rode In a motorcade to the conven- 
tion site. 


Senators say 
grain embargo 
not effective 


WASHINGTON (UPI). — 
Agriculture Secretary Bob 
Bergland contends that the U.S. 
grain embargo has led to labour un- 
rest In the Soviet Union, but some 
senators say it Is causing nothing 
more than a mild meat shortage for 
Soviet citizens. 

Whatever the result, the nearly 
eight-month-old embargo is costing 
each American citizen about $3, the 
Agriculture Department said 
yesterday. 

tn testimony before the Senate 
banking committee, Bergland said 
that the embargo reduced the 
amount of livestock feed in the 
Soviet Union. That, in turn, caused 
a 3 per cent cut in meat production 
on Soviet state-owned and collective 
farms in the tfrsrt seven months -of 
the year. 

Bergland' linked the meat shor- 
tage to labour unrest in the Soviet 
Union and said that a case could be 
made that Polish meat exports to 
Russia worsened shortages in 
Poland and led to the current labour 
strife there. 

The grain embargo was imposed 
on January 4 in retaliation for the 
Soviet Invasion of Afghanistan. The 
Senate banking committee is 
holding hearings on Its effec- 
tiveness, and on a bill to rescind it. 

The bill, sponsored by Senator 
Bob Dole [ Republican -Kana as) has 
21 co-sponsors, but it is not expected 
to be enacted. 


Bush in China 
to explain 
Reagan policy 


PEKING I API. — U.S. Republican 
vice-presidential nominee George 
Bush met yesterday with U.S. Am- 
bassador Leonard Woodcock before 
heading into talks with Foreign 
Minister Huang Hua and trying to 
dispel China's fears about Ronald 
Reagan's Taiwan policy. 

Opening his first full day in 
China, Bush will have some tough 
explaining to do to satisfy Chinese 
critics that Republican presidential 
nominee Reagan does not want to 
resurrect some kind of official ties 
with Taiwan. 

China has accused Reagan of mak- 
ing "irresponsible" statements, 
wanting to turn back the clock and 
re-establish a "two Chinas" policy. 
Bush has denied this.

Iranian meeting bombed in Berkeley 


BERKELEY (AP). — A group call- 
ing itself the "Iran Liberation Ar- 
my" claimed responsibility for two 
bombs that exploded minutes apart 
at a meeting of Iranians here, 
authorities said yesterday. 

One man suffered minor injuries 
in the Initial bldst at the west cam- 
pus of Berkeley High School on 
Wednesday night. The explosion oc- 
curred as police were evacuating 
about 500 students arid their 
families. 


Police said two callers using the 
name of the liberation army had 
called to warn that bombs were set 


to go off. He said police had no 
knowledge of this group. 

Acting police chief Darrell 
Hickman said the first bomb was "a 
device bigger than a cherry bomb.” 
The second bomb went off minutes 
later In a metal garbage can, spray- 
ing a shower of red hot metal. 

Injured was Nasser Abort, 21, a 
student of unknown nationality at 
the University of California. He was 
treated at hospital and released. 

The police said almost all those 
present were Iranians. The gather- 
ing was sponsored by the Inter 
national Students Association, a stu 
dent spokesman said. 


JOHANNESBURG r-ftcuterL - 
Many South African farmers are 
facing disaster and malnutrition 
stalks Zulu children as drought 
grips large areas of the country, 
normally a major food exporter. 

The weather bureau said some of 
its stations in Natal and Zululand 
had recorded only 18 per cent of. 
normal rainfall over the last six 
months. 

A spokesman for the department 
of agriculture said many farmers 
would have severe financial and 
crop difficulties even If heavy rains, 
fell soon. 

This country may need to import 
wheat for the first time In 10 years, 
and the latest estimate for sugar' 
production shows a drastic drop 
from the 1979 figure. 

Drought has hit even Natal, a 
usually well-watered province that 
produces tropical fruits and other 
crops. 


The agriculture department 
spokesman said only a small 
proportion of Natal's sugar, plan- 
ting has died, but continued drought 
would cause huge problems for this 
crop, -usually planted in 10- to 12- 
yc qr cycles. 

"When good rains do fall it will 
take a long time and very careful 
management to husband the 
agricultural Industry -back to 
health," he said. 

The Red Cross has sent about 900 
tonnes of vitamin-enriched food 
into Zululand, where more and 
more children are reported suffer- 
ing from kwashiorkor, the crippling 
protein deficiency disease. 


The vice-chairman of the Natal 
branch of the Red Cross said that 
subsistence farmers in remote 
areas were among the worst hit in 
the Zulu homeland, which suffered 
drought also in 1970.

Gory Bolivian rampage reported 


LONDON I UPI). — Amnesty Inter- 
national said yesterday It has 
eyewitness accounts of Bolivian 
troops rampaging through a moun- 
tain mining town in an orgy of kill- 
ing, kidnapping and rape. 

The witnesses said corpses were 
beheaded and loaded into three 
army trucks. A captured miner was 
said to have had gunpowder put in 
his mouth and blown to bits in the 
town centre. 

Soldiers were said to have raped 
women and young girls, the report 
reaching amnesty said. 

In all. the independent human 
rights organization said as many as 
900 people may have 
"disappeared" from the town ot 
Caracoles on August 4, 18 days after 


military leaders seized power in 
Bolivia. 

Amnesty said it was not known 
how many of those who dis- 
appeared were dead, in military 
custody or had escaped. . 

The people of Caracoles, 286 km. 
southeast of the capital. La Paz, 
were suspected of political opposi- 
tion to the nation’s new military 
leaders, Amnesty said. 

Amnesty said the report of the at- 
tack on Caracoles was among the 
most detailed of a number describ- 
ing^ military violence against un- 
armed civilians in Bolivia’s tin and 
copper mining areas, where there 
were attempts to organize strikes in 
opposition to the July 17 take-over 
ot Bolivia and where political op- 
position was expected to be strong.

by mid-afternoon yesterday, and at 
nightfall It was still standing by In 
relatively calm seas, the agency 
added. 

The accident was discovered by 
the British liquefied natural gas 
carrier Gari. 

In a telephone Interview with 
Japan Broadcasting Corp., the cap- 
tain of the British ship said “smoke 
was billowing from the submarine 
for about one hour." 

About 15 crewmen were seen 
busily working near the stern, in- 
dicating that the fire broke out in’ 
the rear part of the ship. 

"The ship was in no danger of 
sinking," the captain said. "We 
don’t know about the extent of 
damage, since we did not take part 
in rescue work." 

Three Soviet submariners went 
aboard the tanker, owned by the 
Shell group and asked for a distress 


signal to be sent in Russian, a Shell 
spokesman said. 

The spokesman quoted the cap- 
tain of the British sMp as saying the 
Russians refused all offers of help, 
except for supplies of fresh water. 

• The stricken submarine, lying tn 
an area sometimes used by the U.S. 
Navy for training exercises, also 
refused help from the Japanese 
maritime safety agency. 

The Japanese Foreign Minister? 
said last night that it had asked the 
Soviet Union for a full report on the 
fire. 

It said the request was made 
through the Soviet Embassy in 
Tokyo, following fears of radioac- 
tive leaks from the submarine. .- 

"If there were a radiation leak, 
the route by which the submarine 
was towed away could pose a 
problem, Che If cabinet secretary 
Kiichi Miyazawa said.

WASHINGTON (UPI). — The U.S. 
has for the past two years been 
secretly flying piloted and un- 
manned tactical aircraft that are 
virtually "Invisible" to air defence 
radar. Infra-red, electronic or 
acoitatical detection. Armed Force* 
Journal reported on Wednesday. 

The magazine said four or five 
types of the "stealth" aircraft, all 
new designs, have been flown as 
test models or prototypes, and a 
strategic bomber version is on the 
drawing boards. 

Tn its September edition, the 
monthly quoted defence officials as 
saying that the new techniques used 
to shield the aircraft from detection 


"pretty much Invalidate the whole 
set of air defence systems existing 
today. 

“Since early 1978, the U.S. has 
been test flying several versions of 
yirtually invisible new airplanes, 
both in manned and u nm anned ver- 
sions, in a highly classified "stealth 
programme’," the article by editor 
Benjamin Sche miner said. 

Schemmer said Pentagon of- 
ficials declined to discuss the 
techniques that make the planes 
virtually undetectable. 

"But the general techniques ap- 
parently Involve: special shaping or 
contouring of the aircraft's struc-

absorb electromagnetic energy or 
cause such a weak return of it for 
the signal to be ambiguous or 
almost undetectable.

Although hundreds of millions of 
dollars a year are being spent on the 
programme, it said, only some 10 
congressional officials have been 
privy to Its details and no U.S. allies 
have been briefed about it. 

“Scores of flight tests have been 
accumulated on several prototypes, 
although only a handful of pilots 
have flown the planes,' 1 the 
magazine said, adding, "One senior 
Pentagon official expects that 
within 10 years roughly 10 per cent 
of all U.S. aircraft would be 'stealth 1 
systems."

THE CAROB trees in Jerusalem 
- ire the only fruit-bearing trees I 
know which line the streets of the 
capital, and their luscious, tasty 
• pods are now fully ripe. 
r The carob is surely the most 
neglected of all the products of the 
-Land of Israel. The fruit on those 
trees which I have mentioned are of 
She poorest quality — I have on Idea 
that they- are affected by the fumes 
.from the exhaust of cars but they 
. grow better In other areas. 

Strangely enough, although Die 
carob is undoubtedly indigenous to 
the Land of Israel, and figures 
. prominently in the Talmud (as it 
does in the New Testament; it was 
sailed St John's bread ’because It 
'sustained John the Baptist in the 
' wilderness) , it is not mentioned in 
ibe Bible. That is, unless one courts 
• - he assumption of Ibn Ezra (to Ex- 
id us 30.17) that the pern, which was 
i weight — a 20th of the biblical 
hekel — and which la generally 
iccepted, waa the carob seed. 

. That the carob waa the poor 
nan's food, since it was freely 
ivailable, is attested to in at least

Of the saint- 
s' Hanlon Beo-Dosa it is statedihat 
i voice from heaven declared: 
"The whole world exists through 
be merits of Hanina my son, but he 
Jmself subsists on one kab of carob 
rom one eve of the Sabbath to the 
ext" (Ta’an 24 b).

during the 12 years that R‘. Simeon 
Ben-Yohai and his son were in 
hiding from the Romans who wish- 
ed to put him to death, they lived 
only on the carob (Shabb. 33 b)i 

That the carob is a nutrient is 
beyond question, but that does not 
necessarily mean that It waa a 
valuable one, and there is in fact 
one passage in the Jerusalem 
Talmud which I have come across 
from which it might possibly be im- 
plied that it was not so. 

In a discussion regarding the 
identity of the "fruit of the goodly 
("Hadar”) tree" (Lev. 28.43), 
which resulted in it being positively 
identified with the etrog. It Is 
stated: "And should one suggest 
that it is- the carob tree, it is true 
that the tree itself is hadar, but Its 
fruit is not” (T.J. Sokkah). 

Nevertheless, the carob is singled 
out for specific derogatory mention 
with regard to its nutrient qualities 
in the remarkable chapter on nutri- 
tion In Maimonides’ "Hilchot 
De’ot.” He actually maintains that 
fruit is not healthy, but after mak- 
ing that general statement, adds 
that “that fruit which is not fully 
ripe is like a sword to the body.” He 
goes on to say, “And in like 
manner, the carob is under all cir- 
cumstances detrimental to health.” 
(Chapter. 4.12). 

But the carob h<m been vindicated 
and has come triumphantly into Its' 
own In recent times, as will be ex- 
plained next week. 


each year at the University, from 
all parts of the world, for whom 
English is a foreign language,” 
says Father Justen. "Before they 
begin their studies, they have to 
master enough English to under- 
stand their subjects of study. We 
give them special courses. I believe 
tbat the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem has a similar problem 
with foreign students, or- new im- 
migrants who need to learn 
Hebrew, for whom crash courses 
are also arranged.” 

FATHER JUSTEN, a Jesuit priest, 
spent 14 years in various South 
American countries, teaching 
English as a second language, 
before he returned to the University 
of San Francisco. 

"L got very excited about the 
English Through Drama techni- 
ques developed by Mark Rittenberg- 
and Penelope Kreitzer.” he says. 
•■"Obviously, if we can train 
teachers to use their voices and 
bodily movements, and dramatic 
methods, to teach English, we are 
going to break through many 
barriers that inhibit the learning of 
English by foreign students." 

From teaching at the University 
to teaching to a wider audience of 
teachers was a natural step. It led 
to the setting up of the Jerusalem 
Project. Sponsored by the Universi- 
ty of San Francisco and the 
Jerusalem Drama Workshop, the 
project is financed by grants from 
the Charles Merrill Trust, Mrs. 
Raque) Newman, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter M&gowan. It was decided to 
limit participation to 23, including 
five Israelis. Applicants were 
carefully screened: the aim is that 
they should afterwards become 
teachers of teachers, as well as 
teachers of students. 

Some International seminars held 
in Israel are really junkets in dis- 
guise, during which the average 
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participant pays token tribute to 
the theme of the seminar by 
delivering a lecture, and listening 
to one or two lectures by others; 
then he goes off to enjoy himself 
seeing the local sights. This does 
not apply to the Jerusalem Project. 
The teachers, immured in Neve 
Jlan like monks in a monastery — 
or. a more apt metaphor, like nuns 
in a nunnery, since most of them 
are women — are working extreme- 
ly hard. They start at eight in the 
mornJng, go on til) one, resume at 
three, and go on till six. then start 
again at eight in the evening. 

STRANGELY ENOUGH, they seem 
to be enjoying this rigorous 
programme. When I spent a mor- 
ning at Neve Ilan. they took me 
aside to assure me they were hav- 
ing a wonderful time. 

' -Perhaps -their anxiety about' -my 
awareness of -How much fun they 
were' having -was dauked by my sit- 
ting in on a lesson on the shape of 
scenes in Lndu Macbeth, conducted 
by Joyce Miller. The students were 
not learning how to try to wash 
blood from their hands, but how 
strong and flowing emotions in- 
fluence the voice, the rhythm of 
speech and the body. 

Students had to work in pairs to 
express, first in mime, later in 
speech, a transition from love to 
fear to anger to hatred to release. 
They were all marvellous at it. One 
young woman was so stirred she 
burst Into tears. If such techniques 
are to be used in teaching 
Shakespeare in schools, I cannot 
imagine pupils looking longingly 
through the window at the playing- 
fields, while the teacher drones on 
about this or that aspect of 
Shakespeare's genius. 

In Mark Rittenberg's class they 
were playing a game in which 
puptis formed a circle, the teacher 
began with an incomplete sentence, 


nnd each student had to add one 
word nl high speed as the story con- 
•imiod around the circle. The 
teacher kept snapping his fingers, 
with ihe speed mounting gradually. 
Each student had to concentrate 
hard on what was being said so as to 
produce. almost without thought, a 
word that made sense. Learning 
these speedy responses eventually 
overcomes inhibitions in the 
classroom. 

IN ANOTHER, rather similar 
game, Rlttenberg suddenly 
"shouted. "Gibberish.” A Japanese 
student asked innocently, “What is 
gibberish?" An Israeli announced 
proudly, "I know- — it’s bullshit!" 

Barry Coghlan. a director, 
choreographer, dancer and actor, I 
and a member of the Roy Hart ! 
Theatre, waa teaching singing and 
the use of the voice. The students 
were doing things with their voices 
that I — and they — would never 
have thought possible. One of them 
remarked: "Most teachers don't 
know haw to use their voices at all, 
they only use their voices to tell the 
children things or to scream at 
them. By learning what we can do 
with our voices, we are also learn- 
ing how to get information 
across." 

The Roy Hart Theatre is famous 
for its original work on the human 
voice, particularly for its success in 
extending the vocal register. It has 
developed an eight-octave range for 
teaching. The work waa originally 
conceived by a German Jew, Alfred 
U’ulfsohn, a singing teacher in 
Berlin; in 1939. he escaped from 
Germany to London. 

HE WAS joined there in 1947 by a 
South African, Roy Hart. In July 
1974. the theatre moved to the 
Chateau dc Mal6rargues. In the 
French Cevennes, which became its 
base. It performs all over Europe, 
and people come to the centre to 
study its methods. 

Gabrlella Lev, of the Jerusalem 
Drama Workshop, is giving a 
course in education and therapy. 
She' explains that one objective is to 
overcome inner resistance. "The 
student, particularly the foreign 
student, wonders, ‘What do they 
want from me? What am I doing 
here? Why should I try to master 
this incomprehensible foreign 
language?' I try to clear the air. 
Just as an actor has to come to 
terms with his own problems, so 
must a teacher. And. of course, so 
must the pupil." 

1 did not get to see Joseph Bee, 
who teaches Environmental 
Theatre, at work because he runs 
tus course while the group is on 
tour. These dedicated visitors are 
given lessons even while "doing" 
Israel. Joseph explained that he 
uses the environment in his lessons. 
“For example, at Ein Gedi I found 
one wadi where people could carry 
on a conversation although they 
were 120 yards apart — in another 
wadi, they could not hear each 
other though they were shouting 
from five’ yards off. The fact that I 
take them out of the classroom, and 
then getHhem to communicate with 
each other, gives them a new ap- 
proach and a new understanding." 

The group has other plana also. It 
will be working together with 
Israeli teachers, Jews and Arabs, 
at an Jntra-Cultura) Drama 
Workshop organized by Shularalth 1 
Sirota and Mordecoi Zilberman of 
the Ministry of Education under the 
auspices of the Van Leer Institute.

But this was-the past. Within the 
last two' or three years American 
Jews have been increasingly aware 
of the interdependence between the 
viability of Israel and of Jewish life 
outside of Israel. It Is difficult to es- 
timate who. has the greater need for 
the other — ■ the State of Israel, or 
the Jews in the Diaspora. 

This need is becoming more ob- 
vious and compelling to thoughtful 
Jews on both sides of the ocean. As 
recently as two years ago, an aliya 
emissary might have been dis- 
couraged from hanging posters In 
his office abroad to promote aliya; 
one lira major American city was 
advised by the establishment there 
to refer to himself as a "vocational 
and career guidance person from 
Israel." 

In the eyes of many older 

‘professional Jews,' aliya was not 
kosher. This attitude was com- 
municated to Israelis who visited 
American, and to the citizens of 


Israel working hard to keep the na- 
tion going. 

So what has happened to alter" 
this picture? Jewish community 
leaders In the larger American 
cities have 'begun to take upon 
themselves the initiative for en- 
couraging alJya. Recognizing at 
last that the high rate of inter- 
marriage and assimilation and the 
general ineffectiveness of Jewish 

'education in America will finish 
on the largest Jewish community 
outside Israel — more subtly and . 
efficiently than any oppressor — 
numerous key figures In Jewish 
communities there are turning to 
the one unifying Idea in Jewish life 
today — the existence of Israel, 
When Shai says that aliya promo- 
tion "has to become the respon- 
sibility of the local Jewish com- 
munities'' he knows that he is

Shai himself, recognizing the Im- 
portance, of his work in helping to 
set up the Greater Washington 
Aliya Council, requested that his 
stay in America as an emissary be 
extended from two to three years — 
a request which was granted. 

Today in Buffalo, Rochester, 
Pittsburgh, Detroit. Chicago. 
Philadelphia. Los Angeles, Miami, 
Monmouth County, N.J.. and other 
areas, lay Jewish leaders, with the 
help of our emissaries, are es- 
tablishing aliya councils. The only 


responsibility of these councils is to 
promote aliya through every possi- 
ble means among their friends, 
relatives, neighbours, and 
associates. The Aliya Council 
programme, along with the 
Department's Operation Outreach, 
puts the initiative and responsibili- 
ty for promoting aliya directly 
where It belongs — in the bonds of 
the American Jews.

The way 
things stand now, direction and 
assistance from Israel is still 
necessary. The detailed informa-

Hypocrisy is obvious 


ALTHOUGH many of our Israeli 
friends in Washington aaked us 
“Why?" our American Jewish 
friends knew why we were moving 
to Israel. Something Important was 
missing from our lives, as it is from 
their lives. 

We came from a traditional 
Conservative Jewish background — 
and as we thought about our 
regularly recited prayers, our 
several visits to Israel and our 
Israeli friends, we realized that the 
only place where we, our son, 15, 
and daughter, 12 , could fully 
develop as Jews and where we 
could be with our people in our 
country was Israel.

Our Israeli friends, old and new, 
have been endlessly warm and sup- 
portive — and despite what Shmuel 
Shai suspects about Israeli 
behaviour, we have met with in- 
credible gracipusness.

No 
potential, thoughtful immigrant 
from the U.S. would respond 
positively to the promotion of aliya 
by American Jews who live in 
America. The hypocrisy is obvious. 


FOR US. the decision was 
emphatically right. We live in a 
beautiful Israeli community, 
Moshav Beit Zayit- We work in our ' 
professions in Jerusalem and study 
Talmud at night with a brilliant 
rav. 


CLEARLY, material enticements 
will not attract Americans to 
Israel. It is also clear that the ma- 
jority of American Jews have not, 
and would not, consider aliya. 
However, there is a minority, 
perhaps a substantial one, that, like 
us. is aware of the spiritual 
deficiencies In American life and 
would be willing to 'deal with the 
problems of helping to develop the 
Jewish state in the only meaningful 
way — by being here. 


The light in the eyes of many of 
our American Jewish friends and 
acquaintances upon hearing of our 
aliya plans convinces us that there 


THERE IS. however, an articulate 
and attractive source of potential 
emissaries. They are Americans 
who have come on aliya over the 
years and stayed. They are of all 
ages and backgrounds. Why not 
eliminate the current system of 
financing Israeli emissaries. -and 
their families for three years in the 
U.S. and use some of these 
successful Immigrants to travel on 
a fairly regular basis? Perhaps one 
central office could be maintained 
in New York or Los Angeles to coor- 
dinate their activities and supply 
brochures and information.

Reluctant immigrant 


IT WAS refreshing to read Shmuel 
Shal’s remarks to Wolf Blitzer. Im- 
migrants are not coming because 
all our hasbara efforts are directed 
to them not coming. They bring 
with them problems that Israel is 
currently Just not geared to handle 
like employment, housing, absorp- 
tion plus new ideas and dissatisfac- 
tion with our quality of life that 
rock the boat. 

The Israeli establishment prefers 
that they stay in their comfortable 
Western societies, raise money for 
Israel and send their children for & 
summer's volunteering or a year’s 
course for college credits. 

My own aliya Is nine years old, 
and I must have been the most 
reluctant Immigrant ever to come.

I am still in Israel because of 
things I discovered here by myself. 
If someone had told me these things 
and fired my imagination 20 years 
ago, the chances are that I would 
have come then, an enthusiastic in- 
stead of a reluctant immigrant. ■ 
Why didn’t someone tell me what 
it means to be Jewish? It is a 
magnificent, overpowering con- 
cept. Why are we keeping It a 
secret? Just think of the ’train of 
events set in motion by the mystic 
event at Mt.* Sinai when Moses was 
leading his people to the Promised 
L a n d. 


"ISRAEL PAID too much in order 
to achieve a non-belligerent treaty 
with Egypt, for a limited period, ’’ a 
prominent Jewish leader told me a 
few weeks ago in England. 

At the time we spoke, the Egyp- 
tian newspaper Al-Gonihouriya had 
not yet published its cartoon linking 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
with Hitler, nor had it published its 
apology to Hitler. In the Egyptian 
• press, nothing is accidental. 

It is also not accidental that the 
Egyptian state radio broadcast Al- 
(fomhnuriya’s "answer’’ to the 
Israeli protest over the paper’s car- 
toon — an answer which added in- 
jury to insult. 

Yet the Egyptian behaviour falls 
very neatly Into a pattern. This 
pattern was created when the so- 
called "peace initiative’* began: 
Egypt's alms from the very begin- 
ning were to get as many territorial 
and diplomatic gains as possible 
from Israel, as quickly as possible, 
in return for very formal, very cold, 
very fragile, "by-the-book” normal 
relations. 

The Egyptian public, to say 
nothing of the intellectual elite and 
the religious leadership, was left 
alone by the Egyptian authorities.. 
Nothing was 'done to change the 
ugly image of Israel and of the 
Jews, nothing was done to create an 
atmosphere of reconciliation. 

In spite of all the gains Egypt has 
already won, the leader of the 
Egyptian socialist opposition keeps 
blaming President Anwar Sadat for 
being out-manoeuvred by Israel; 
and the Islamic circles led by the 
Moslem Brotherhood have never 
stopped preaching , ,boly_ war.*, 
against Israel. _ 

The socialist or religious' op- 
positions perhaps represent only a 
minority, but the Egyptian press 
and official pronouncements prove 
that the lack of enthusiasm — to put 
it mildly — for the "peace treaty" 
with Israel is not a spontaneous 
reaction to difficulties over Palesti- 
nian autonomy, but a premeditated 
scheme. The Egyptian authorities 
never wanted to make a popular 
peace with Israel.

THE INCLUSION of works by Carl 
1 Orff, a German musician who was 
associated with the Nazis, in the 
Israel Philharmonic programme, 
and their broadcasting over Israel 
radio, seems* a little paradoxical. 

The policy has been not to play 
any works by Richard Wagner over 
the air, or in public, since the state 
was founded. This policy is based, 
according to a recent radio 
programme, on the association of 
Wagner with anti-Semitism, and 
with the Nazi regime. Another 
reason was the painful memories 
his music could evoke. 

Whilst appreciating this feeling, I 
find it Impossible to understand the 
logic of allowing broadcasts by 
other Jew- hat era and artists of 
lesser stature than Wagner. .The 
final straw is the enthusiastic 
reception that Carl Orff is now 
receiving. Orff, Richard Strauss 
and Werner Egk were favoured 
musicians in Nazi Germany and 
their works were played on every 
official occasion and at mass 
rallies. 

Orff’s Nazi associations can be 
found in books about the Third 
Reich. One of the most definitive is 
by Dr. Richard Grunberger: The 
12 - Year Reich, a social history of 
Nazi Germany 1933-1945 published 
by Bailantme Books (New York).

Yet It Is more than 
likely that the music drummed into 
theiri ears at Nazi rallies, forced 
marches and in concentration 
camps was written by Orff, who 
was both a W ague rite and influenc- 
ed by Nazi concepts. 

Wagner's genius is undeniable: 
he was also a megalomaniac and an 
anti-Semite. Yet his music Is 
available in every record shop to 
Israel, and sells very. well. The very 
few records of Orff are popular, 
also. If. Wagner’s music is not 
broadcast, or included in public 
concerts, then the ban must be ex- - 
tended to include Orff. Conversely, 
if we can listen to Orff, we cannot^

‘ I COULD NOT help wondering why 
they care so much, why they should 
go on and on tearing at themselves 
like a dog picking at a sore. If they 
made good in France, and could not 
make good in Israel, why should 
they carry on as If they were guilty 
Of some repulsive crime? Why 
should Andre still feel obliged to in- 
sist that he dreams of returning to 
Israel when two attempts have 
failed? 

The Anglo-Saxons', who had had 
what they described as some years 
of hell, produced very specific com- 
plaints — against the Israel mafia, 
the government bodies, the Jewish 
Agency, the Agency assessors, 
Tnuva, various councils, the people 
who wanted to use Arab labour, the 
people who exploited the labour of 
volunteers, the people who gave 
orders, for ideological reasons, that 
the settlers had to do all the work 
themselves, the result being that 
crops were left to rot. 

Just before boarding the plane, 
the South African man said, “I’m 
going back to South Africa, where 
people are not always trying to 
screw me, where I can live a nor- 
mal life, quietly and with dignity.” 

I must say that South Africa must 
have changed In the 30 years since I 
was there, if people there never try 
to screw each other. 

. DR. CHAIM ADLER, professor of 
the sociology of education at the 
Hebrew University, did some 
research recently on Moroccans 
who came to Israel and Moroccans 
who went to France. 

He discovered a curious 
phenomenon: Israel accepts as a 
national duty and a national objec- 
tive the need to absorb Jewish im- 
migrants, with the state making 
prodigious efforts to ease the lot of 
the newcomer through all kinds of 
I economic benefits. In France, the 
state takes no particular Interest in 
I integrating the Moroccan Jews, but 
j it does" provide them with the 
normal rights to free education and 
so on enjoyed by all French 
citizens.' 

According to Adler, the Moroccan 
Jews in France have outstripped 
their brothers and sisters in Israel 
economically and socially by a wide 
margin. Thus his scientific 
research confirmed the impression 
created by Shagrir’s film.

Adler came to the conclusion that 
.absorption depended on economic 
and social factors beyond the 
state's control. France was im- 
measurably richer than Israel so It 
was able to provide far more oppor- 
tunities. The same applies, of 
course, to South Africa. And 
America and Canada and Britain 
and Australia and other countries 
<n which yerida from Israel exceeds 
allya to it. 

This is probably the sad truth un- 
derlying all the arguments about 
what should be done for im- 
migrants, who should do it, what 
| emissaries should do, who is to 
blame. Israel is still 'a poverty- 
stricken corner of the old Ottoman 
Empire, plus the aAteti, plus a 
slight gloss of British imperial ad- 
ministration, plus some efforts to 
imitate America. The wonder is not 
how little we do for Immigrants, but 
how much. 

I remember, before World War 
II, that South African Zionist 
idealists formed companies to 
provide mortgages and loans in 
Palestine, because moneylenders 
here charged SO per cent per annum 
interest, and mortgages for housing 
on rational terms, were unob- 
tainable, and there was a general 
Ottoman philosophy of "What does 
It matter? Tomorrow is another 
day.” 

Just look around today — interest 
at ISO per cent, “mortgage" an ob- 
solete word, inflation ISO per cent, 

| the government on holiday, the 
Knesset on holiday, the courts on 
holiday, many government offices 
and post offices closed because all 
members of the staff are on holi- 
day. 

Our slogan to potential im- 
migrants should be: “Come to a 
land where it Is forever afternoon, 
where you can take lt easy, where 
you do not need to own houses and 
cars and appliances, because 
anyway you cannot afford them. 
But you can relax as you cannot in 
New Tork or Johannesburg or 
Casablanca — provided you live the 
right way, the manana way." 

THERE ARE certain benefits that 
derive from being late on the scene, 
as Israel Television has been with 
the introduction of colour. You get 
the latest and the best. Show after 
show that we see on Israel Televi- 
sion is remarkable for the beauty of 
the photography and the excellence 
of the technical production. This 


applies to products from Britain, 
the U.S. and Israel Itself. 

For instance, there was that 
Moroccan Family film, and a lovely 
entertainment on the Tel Aviv 
beach produced by Ralph Inbar, 
and Anna Karenina, and Why 
Didn't They Ask Evans? and A Man 
Named Horse, and Nicholas 
Nickleby. 

In all of these, the shots are a 
delight; even when the action Is 
/slow, I find myself licking my chops 
over each frame, just as the 
producer and director must have 
done. 

Such shots confirm my theory 
that colour adds an additional 
dimension to viewing. I have one 
gripe; having shown us all the 
athletics and swimming at the 
Olympics in colour, lt is stupid to 
revert to black and white for 
soccer. We need to see green fields 
to follow the ball, and coloured 
jerseys to distinguish the sides. For 
instance, when the commentator 
talks about "red devils” and we see 
black shirts, he sounds like a 
lunatic. 

I have seen Anna Karenina 
before, but cannot remember 
whether lt was on Jordan or Israel: 
presumably lt waa Jordan, since it 
Is not billed as a replay. What did I 
write about lt? I do not recall this, 
and I do not remember being 
ecstatic tben about the colour of the 
scenes of Russian high life, in the 
days of the Csars, so I may have 
seen it in black and white. 

I must confess that, aa I saw bow 
the aristocracy of Russia lived it up 
— almost aa much as the British 
aristocracy did in the films we have 
seen about the eras of Victoria and 
Edward VII — Z found myself 
regretting all those revolutions. 

Life may have been tough for the 
serf 8. but It was certainly more 
colourful, and it seems to have 
provided more fun for the fortunate 
few — and subsequent viewers. 

When we last saw Nicola Pogett, 
she was Elizabeth Bellamy, that 
rebellious English girl of Upstairs, 
Downstairs, who had to go off to 
America. Perhaps because of the 
association, I found it hard to un- 
derstand how she had ended up on 
the Lenfngrad-Moacow express, 
dining with Vronsky's mama. She 
still looks to me more like a difficult 
British adolescent than a Russian 
matron ablaze with suppressed pas- 
sion, ready to give up everything 
for mad love affairs. 


Prince of ballet

ELEVEN O'CLOCK waa witching 
hour at Binyenel Ha’oaa on Mon- 
day night. For the next 10 minutes, 
3.000 people sat spellbound as they 
watched Alexander Godunov and 
Eva Evdokimova do their paa-de- 
deux from Le Corsaire. From time 
to time there was an intake of 
breath. 

Godunov is undoubtedly a 
magnificent dancer. He was big in 
every way — though be spent little 
time on stage. Within seconds, his 
double turns in the air, his ga l li n g 
motion with outstretched legs, Ms 
perfect landings, elicited from the 


audience frenzied enthusiasm and 
five minutes of continuous 
applause. The smooth sensuousness 
with which he sank to the floor on 
Bight of the ballerina was a perfor- 
mance In itself. 

Sioan Lake ( Act II) which opened 
the programme was so abbreriated 
that only Evdokimova did a solo, 
and Godunov’s role — well, he 
didn't just walk through the part 
but it was reduced to strong lifts, 
expert support of the ballerina in 
her Inclined arabesques and swift 
pirouettes.

Nor does Stuart Wilson, aa 
Vronsky, impress me as the super- 
dashing officer of Tolstoy's novel, 
although he certainly looks good 
and dresses elegantly. I conducted 
a poll among several married 
women to ascertain If they would 
leave home, husband and children 
to live with this Vronsky fn ardent 
disgrace, and they all said they 
would, but added that they were fin- 
ding life in Israel so hard these days 
that they were thinking of leaving 
home anyway, even without a 
Vronsky to inspire them.

I am still not sure 
whether Milord Richard Harris 
eventually became a redskin, or 
went back to the Guards and the 
grouse, but this did not matter. 

■ Even more puzzling is the ultimate 
fate of Richard Barnes of Family 
Affair. The serial apparently ended 
with him having no home, no fami- 
ly. no job, no mistress. So what 
became of him? Did he join the 
Sioux in Dakota? A commune In 
California? A kibbutz? After 
agonizing over him so long, we are 
surely entitled to know his strange 
destiny. 

JORDAN HAS at last finished with 
Ramadan and Is telecasting on all 
stations, so readers wbo Insist on 
seeing Return to Peyton Place can 
do so. But watch the times — Jor- 
dan has not followed us Into 
summer time, and Is operating an 
hour behind us. One result Is that 
addicts have to ait up until 1 a.m. 

This produced a curious ex- 
perience on Saturday night. Israel 
ran 77ke Professionals. And when I 
turned to Jordan, they were run- 
ning The Professionals. The show 
always consists of Doyle and Bodie 
beating up and shooting people and 
arguing with Cowley-Hudson, or of 
other people beating up and 
shooting Doyle and Bodie.

In Le Corsaire, however, he show- 
ed that he had more than a superb 
body and powerful presence. Here 
waa what all the shouting was 
about. But waa 10 mlnutea of 
perfection enough? 

EVDOKIMOVA saved Swan Lake. 
Her style was delicate, defined — 
deep. Her portrayal of the tragic 
Odette was exquisitely chiselled but 
never merely technical. In her solo, 
she did not show speed, but 
whatever she did was beautifully 
shaped, with a flow of feeling as 
well as facility. 

Against her ethereal quality, the 
16 swans of the Israel Ballet looked 
rather heavy. They obviously did 
their beat, but never achieved a 
suggestion of feathery lightness. 
Arms were often untidy, 
movements not always well co- 
ordinated. The pas-de-quatre of the 
cygnets was warmly received (aa 
Indeed waa the whole performance) 
and they kept together well but 
their movements were not crisp 
enough, not happy enough. The four 
leading swans (there are usually 
only two) were rather better, but 
could have been more assertive. 

Still, this was Swan Lake and 
there were two stars. It would all 
have been lovely if it bad been 
longer. 

The Israel Ballet was seen at Its 
best in Balanchine’s Serenade. 
Here the ballerinas showed con- 
siderable style. When they all 
whirled in a circle they were really 
good. The quintet here was more 
accomplished than the quartets of 
Sioan Lake. The company waa coor- 
dinated without looking 
regimented. Though here too their 
feet often seemed lighter than their 
arms, the dreamlike quality of the 
choreography was finely captured 
and there were good solos.

“DID YOU come before Jordache 
or after Jordache?" I asked the 
slim, handsome, dark-haired young 
man whose English was liberally 
spiced with Hebrew expressions. 
From the look of exasperation 
which momentarily crossed his 
face. It was easy to guess that the 
question had been put to him on 
several previous occasions. 

“I was there before anyone ever 
heard of Jordache,” he replied. 
"I'm a designer. I succeeded 
because I was creating garments 
which were different from anything 
else on the market. Jordache made 
It with a good advertising cam- 
paign-" 

... . To -remove- all further -doubt, he- 
produced a sheaf of press clippings 
from some of America’s top fashion 
publications, all confirming that 
Maurice Sasson was in the same 
class as Calvin Klein, Gloria 
Vanderbilt, Cardin, St_ Laurent and 
Cacharel. 

New York Women’s Wear, a a far 
back aa two-and-a-half years ago, 
headlined a story ’100 Years after 
Levi Strauss — Sasson is the New 
King of Jeans.’ The comparison is 
somewhat odious. The original Levi 
Strauss line was tough workman's 
gear, a far cry from the high 
fashion produced by Sasson. 

Leafing through the presa clip- 
pings. It becomes clear that Sasson 
Is a pace-setter. Long before the 
baggy look became a fashion sensa- 
tion. Sasson had produced It in soft, 
alluring leather, and the 
prestigious Women’s Wear Daily 
had been sufficiently Impressed to 
give lt front-page coverage. 

Women in the public eye, such as 
Farr ah Fawcett and Diana Ross, 
wear his creations, and buyers 
from Saks 5th Avenue. Macy’a, 
Bloomlngdale’s, Ann Taylor and 
other major stores are flocking to 
his West 39th Street showroom In 
New York to place orders for their 
specialty departments. 


SASSON’S IS AS literal a rags-to- 
richea story aa there ever was. One 
of four children born to a poor Iraqi 
family, he was brought to Israel aa 
a baby. His mother could rarely af- 
ford to buy new clothes for her 
offspring, and used to remake ex- 
isting garments or buy bargain- 
priced fabrics from which to sew 
clothes for her family. 

There were no toys in the Sasson 
household, so Maurice had to con- 
tent himself with fabric scraps. Im- 
itating his mother fay creating 
miniature versions of whatever she 
was doing at the time. This was his 
apprenticeship for the fashion 
trade. 

After. completlng_hI^.ftiTjiy.. ser- 
vice. hie headed for Europe, where 
his talents were quickly recognised 
by some of the big Italian fashion 
houses. After a four-year stint of 
designing for boutiques, working 
primarily in leather, he looked to 
greener fields, which, as far as he 
was concerned, were located In 
New York. 

In 1973, he put together a collec- 
tion of patchwork jeans, skirts and 
jump-suits and Invited buyers to 
come and take a look. The 
enthusiastic response set him on 
the road to fame. These days, 
designer-conscious Americana are 
eagerly snapping up his creations 
for men and women In chain and 
department stores from coast to 
coast. 

The sweet smell of success has 
not blocked out the nostalgic aroma 
of Israel. He returns home every 
year. Just to keep In touch. On this, 
his most recent visit, he signed a 
contract with Elle Fashions to 
manufacture jeans under his label 
for the local market. This may 
seem strange at a time when so 
many local manufacturers are 
diverting to export, but Sasson feels 
that If an Israeli made it to the top 
In the rat race of the New York gar- 
ment district, he should share some 
of the cream with the people back 
home.

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ON AUGUST .5. wc recounted in 
these -columns the story of an 
Isra elects (Philips) technician 
who. showed up at 10:15 a.m. to 
r.cpnlr a washing machine, 
although he was supposed to have" 
come between noon and 4 p.m., and 
of the difficulties this created for 
the working housewife who was not 
at home when he called. 

After -receiving another com- 
plaint. differing in details but 
reflecting the same sloppiness and 
indifference on the part of the 
manufacturer, we spoke to the man 
at the Ministry of Industry, Trade 
and Tourism, who explained to 
wliAt extent the ministry can help 
the 1 consumer in such coses. 

But first the complaint of Mrs. 
-D-K-, of East Talpiot, Jerusalem. 
She works In a hospital laboratory, 
which is overworked even when all 
hands are on deck, which they 
weren't. So when her Tadlran 
refrigerator needed repair, she ask- 
ed that the technician come in the 
afternoon. 

- Told that this was out of the ques- 
tion. she begged that he come as 
early In the day as possible so that 
■be could rush off to work as soon as 
he finished. ''I'll try. but I'm not 
promising," the woman at the other 
end of the -line told her. 

On July 8..the day set, she waited 
impatiently until ions, and then 
telephoned Tadlran to find out what 
was happening, only .to be told that 
her. namercUd not appear- on that 
day’s service list. ‘"When am I 
down for?” she asked. After 
checking, the clerk replied that 
there was no record of her request 
atalL

She wan given a new date, July 
”, and this time the clerk promised 
tnat she would ask the technician to 
romc nt. the beginning of his dav. 
But on -July U, he showed up at 2:30 
P-m. And when she asked him why 
became so late, he said that no one 
nod asked him to come early. 

Wc asked Tadlran to comment, 
and this was their reply: 

, 1° your letter, we 

indeed, found no order by Mrs k. 
for July 8. 

"As to the technician's visit on 
the day set at 2:30, you must un- 
derstand that In work of this sort 

there are delays caused by repairs 
which take longer than expected, 
And that the company has no con- 
trol over the length of time of the 
repair. 

" Our company generally sticks to 
the time fixed with the customer, 
and this was an exception, which 
' we hope will not recur. 

"We apologize, through you, to 
Mrs. K." 

ADAM BERGER, at the Ministry of 
Industry, agreed that the reply was 
unsatisfactory. The minister, under 
the authority vested in him by the 
Control of Goods and Services Law, 
1957. has issued a number of ad- 
ministrative orders, ' each dealing 
with a different appliance, which 
contain regulations that the 
manufacturer or importer must 
adhere to. Berger is in overall 


charge of their implementation. 

He showed me the administrative 
order dealing with electric 
refrigerators, issued in June 1975. 
Similar orders have been Issued 
with respect to washing machines, 
television sets, home-heating units, 
and cash registers. 

These orders have no parallel in 
any other country, Berger asserts. 
They lay down requirements with 
respect to labelling. Issuance of in- 
structions for use, issuance of a 
warranty for a minimum specified 
period, and the provision of 
maintenance service and spare 
parts for a minimum period. 

For example, few people know 
that while the manufacturer or im- 
porter must guarantee every 
refrigerator for at least one year, 
the guarantee for the refrigeration 
system as such must be for at least 
three years. 

Or that the manufacturer or im- 
porter must supply spare parts for 
the refrigerator for at least 12 years 
— and do so within 30 days of a re- 
quest. And that they must provide 
servicing for at least 12 years. 

Paragraphs 13 and li ol the order 
specify the time within which a re- 
quest for servicing must be com- 
plied with. If the refrigerator has 
stopped working, the repairman 
must call within two days and com- 
plete the job within seven days of 
the request (within 10 days if the 
repair is done at. the service 
station). 


The company Is given more 
leeway if you live more than 35 km. 
from the nearest service station. In 
that case, if the refrigerator has 
stopped functioning, the company 
hns four days in which to call Mid 
10 days In which to finish the job. 

But there is no geographical dis- 
crimination where less serious 1 
repairs are involved. No matter 
where you live, the technician is 
required to call within seven days 
and to complete the j|pb within 30. 

IF THESE regulations, or any 
others laid down in the ad- 
ministrative order, are not com- 
plied with, the ministry can file a 
criminal suit. It does not do so 
automatically, since there may 
have been extenuating cir- 
cumstances. 

But whrit about a complaint like 
Mrs. K's? Or like Mrs. B*s, which 
wc described on August 5, In which 
the Philips technician arrived two 
hours before schedule? Or like the 
complaint of a neighbour of mine, 
who was told by Ampa that 
somebody must be - at home 
between 8 a.m. and 6 p.m. — and 
then telephoned at 5 p.m. the day 
before the scheduled date to say 
that the technician had just an- 
nounced that he would not be com- 
ing the next day? 

Here. Berger says, the ministry 
is much more limited in what it can 
accomplish. If It receives a com-

plaint of this sort, an inspector may 
visit the company and give them a 
lecture. This is not pleasant for the 
rnmpiiny. but more than that the 
ministry cannot do. 

Rcrgcr thinks that if Mrs. K. sub- 
mitted clntm for loss of a day's pay 
in the Small Claims Court she 
would stand a goad chance of win- 
ning her case — and strike a blow 
for consumerism at the same time. 

It Is unfair of Ampa to require 
customers to be at home for the 
technician from 8 a.m, to 6 p.m., 
Berger says. There Is no reason 
why they can't divide the day into 
two. But. legally they can't be forc- 
ed to do BO. 

When I ask why the ad- 
ministrative order cannot be 
amended to that effect, Berger 
counters with: “How deeply should 
the government intervene in such 
matters?" 

Some things are best left to volun- 
tary consumer organizations, he 
says, and the press, too, can do its 
share, Berger notes. 

Well, this member of the working 
press hereby appeals to Tadlran, 
Ampa. Philips and all the rest. 
There is something you can do to 
case the lot of the working 
housewife. And contribute to the 
productivity of the economy to boot. 

Don't force the housewife to stay 
home from work to baby-sit the 
fridge or the washing machine until 
the repairman shows up. Be more 
flexible In your scheduling. And ex- 
tend the servicing hours to 7 p.m. 
AH sorts of shops and offices are 
open until then. It is hardly an un- 
reasonable request.

Nothin* official has been an- 
nounced, but the Indian political 
grapevine, which never falls to 
relay news of an event long- before it 
has happened, has it that Rajiv 
Gandhi has at last been persuaded 
to give up his flying Job with the 
state-owned domestic airline. He 
normally pilots Avros, but was 
scheduled to start training to fly 
Boeings. He has reportedly 
withdrawn' from the course.

Mrs. Gandhi's anguished 
pleadings to give up a hazardous 
profession that had already depriv- 
ed her of one son apparently failed 
to move Rajiv. What persuaded 
him — if persuaded he has been — 
was the hope of being groomed to 
head the government, as Sanjay 
was before him. 


The- quiet and soft-spoken Rajiv 
Gandhi 'might have to contend with 
stiff competition from Sanjay's 24- 
ycar-.old widow, the vivacious and 
impetuous Maneka. who is the most 
forceful personality in republican 
India's royal family, as the Gandhis 
are increasingly being called. 


SPECULATION about Sanjay's 
successor began even before the 
flames of his cremation pyre had 
died down. The tight band of the 
Youth Congress, which organized 
Mrs. Gandhi's return to power In 
January at once began looking 
round for a new leader. 


It was sharply divided, with rival 
groups launching publicity drives 
to press the claims of Maneka and 
Rajiv, the two warring camps ap- 
parently being evenly matched. 

The intensifying debate was 
summed up in Delhi's Hindustan 
Times editor Khushwant Singh, a 
close friend of the Gandhi family, 
who wrote only five days after San- 
jay's death: "Who will now become 
the leader of the Sanjayists? I don't 
see the mantle dropping on the 
shoulders of his brother Rajiv. He Is 
too withdrawn, unambitious, and a 
man of the family. 

"Nor on Kamal Nath or Jagdish 
Tytler or the young Sc India (three

Oddly, the prime minister ia said to 
have leant towards Sonia. Possibly 
Mrs. Gandhi saw Maneka as 
threat to her own position. . 

Possibly, too, and in good Hindu 
tradition, she resented her younger 
dAUghteoin-law's prominence and 
her political usefulness to the 
adored Sanjay. 

Mrs. Gandhi's most recently 
reported advice to Maneka is that 
she should take up constructive 
social work, meaning Sanjay’s 
political mantle is not for his 
widow. 

Some members of the Youth 
Congress fear that, without Sanjay, 
their organization will collapse. It 
has incurred the enmity of a large 
number of veteran Congress 
politicans and civil servants, who 
are now anxious to cut it down to 
size. 

Hence the search for another 
young Gandhi to serve as a two-way 
channel: Mrs. Gandhi will control 
the organization through him or 
her, while the Youth Congress will 
be assured of prime ministerial 
patronage.

MANEKA is regarded as too in- 
dependent to fit the bill, and her op- 
ponents have a plausible excuse in 
the fact that she ia not yet 25, the 
minimum age for admission to 
parliament. Rajiv is 36 and, by all 
accounts, as pliable as he is plea- 
sant. 

If Rajiv Gandhi is Indeed now 
willing to enter politics, he will be 
put up as the Congress parliamen- 
tary candidate from Amethi (his 
brother's old seat) or from any one 
of three other constituencies that 
happen to be vacant. 

He is certain to be returned; but 
unless circumstances, dramatically 
change a man. he is most unlikely 
ever to occupy Sanjay 'a unique 
position or be able to provide the 
now near-moribundi Youth 
Congress with the same aggressive 
leadership.

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Self-afflicted isolation 


I WEDNESDAY night the UN Security Council, with the U.S. 
alone abstaining, decided unanimously to censure Israel for 
declaring Jerusalem “united in. its entirety" the country's 
capital -city, and urged all governments With embassies in 
Jerusalem to withdraw them. 

The Israel-govemment la sorely disappointed. Ordinarily one 
is disappointed over a development that has not been expected, 
or that could have been averted. But there was not the slightest , 
doubt from the start that the passage of the Jerusalem Law by . 
the Knesset, would be followed by such a censure in the Security 
Council; and that the U.S.. even If it found the motion 
“fudamentally flawed," as Secretary of State Edmund Muskie 
described it, would not cast a veto on it. 

The reason is anything but a mystery. Fundamentally, the 
wuncfl's resolution reflects the American view, enunciated as 
early as 1967, though hardened in stages since, that Israel’s 
reunification of Jerusalem was a unilateral act, invalid in inter- 
national law. 

So long as Israel did not venture beyond that original act. its 
sonaequences on the ground did not, in the American view, call 
’or a counter-move. The UN could keep denouncing Israel from 
ime to time, Israel could keep on building united Jerusalem, 
ind the foreign embassies in Jerusalem could keep on transac- 
Ing their business here undisturbed. 

All this changed drastically with the Knesset’s new law. At 
mce the df facto legitimacy of .the previous order ot things in 
Terusalem was virtually wiped out, and a new challenge of im- 
nediate de jure recognition was flung by Israel — not at its 
inemles, really, but at Its very friends. They could not fail to 
>lck it up. 

The U.S. took exception In the council to the recommendation 
- which la no more than that — calling for the removal of the 
mb&ssies from Jerusalem. But it was not, Arab oil or no Arab 
0, going to revise a policy to which it had adhered for IS years. 
Washington's policy could be contested on any number of 
rounds. But it could not simply be ignored. N or could the war- 
ing by the Americans, and not by them alone, of the 
loomerang effect of the passage of the Jerusalem Law — and of 
he planned move of the prime minister's office to East 
erusalem — be waived aside. Yet that is precisely what Mr. 
tegin and his cabinet did. 

There must have been some very good reason for Mr. Begin's 
ogged stand on the issue. But it was not in the list of excuses 
ead out by the premier to Justify his warm endorsement for

Had the law changed nothing, it would not have won a Knesset _ 
tajority. But the law did effect a mighty change: it turned a 
alley of no compromise on Israel's sovereign status in 
arusalezu to a legal prohibition on even a discussion of any 
tch compromise. That, MK Cohen announced in' tabling her 
igtnal bill back in December 1979, was her very purpose. 

The Islamic offensive on Jerusalem — the Ill-considered , 
solution of the Egyptian Parliament, the decisions of the 
Jamie Conference in Islamabad — was itself a response to the 
ihen initiative. The offensive might have been turned to 
iught if the initiative had been scotched early enough. But 
tyway, since when is self-mutilation an appropriate response 
an attack on one's person? 

To be sure, the power of oil today is vast, and the Arab oil 
iwers will exploit it without compunction to inflict maximum 
image on Israel. Yet, unscrupulous blackmailers that they 
e, they know the limits of their influence. They tried to 
assure Venezuela, itself an OPEC member, several times 
fore, as well as Holland, an Arab oil consumer) and they got 
where. But with the Jerusalem Law as a casus belli, they 
uld hardly fail. 

So now Venezuela has decided to withdraw its embassy from 
rusalem, and so have, one after the other, Uruguay, Ecuador 
d Chile, none of whom depends on Arab oil. And, after the 
Security Council's action, the chances are Holland will follow 
suit. 

The grim fact must be faced. This country's government has 
. hopelessly substituted fantasy for diplomacy, and wishful think- 
ing for policy making. So long as it remains In office, Israel will 
be heading nowhere except downhill. 


READING through Henry 
.Kissinger's brilliant White Bouse 
Years, one is struck most of all by 
the considerable differences of 
emphasis between any given posi- 
tion as considered Internally and 
the same position as presented to 
the other negotiating side. 

Time and again one Is reminded 
that statesmanship requires a very 
firm stand on principle and policy, 
as well as a clear perception of the 
alms it Is hoped to achieve. This, 
however, is not irreconcilable with 
use of the diplomatic process for 
the tactical purpose of presenting a 
policy in terms flexible enough to 
weaken any opposition to It as may 
arise. In other words, once a 
’political aim has been decided up- 
on, semantics are merely weapons 
for furthering it. They can be used, 
too, to blind the other side to the 
main purpose of a strategy and thus 
weaken the opposition to It. 

Words in the game of inter- 
national politics are a weapon to be 
used as an Instrument of tactics. 
'They need not necessarily reflect 
policy. This may sound cynical, but 
then that is the name of the game. 

When, however, sophistication is 
abandoned and statesmen begin to 
spell out every word, to cross every 
"t" and dot every "i", the 
possibilities Inherent in political 
strategy are diminished Con- 
siderably. When discretion, 
prudence and secrecy are removed 
from diplomacy, it ceases to be a 
very effective weapon. 

That is what makes it so tragic 
and frustrating to read reports In 
the press of cabinet discussions on 
our diplomatic strategy. This 
reflects a situation In which we are 
voluntarily weakening our political, 
and frequently our defence, stance 
because of the irresponsibility of 
ministers, some of whom are, in- 
credibly enough, guilty each week 


of acts which lay them open to 
.criminal charges under the Basic 
Law; the Government, and the 
Penal law. 

David Ben-Gurlon understood the 
Importance of ambiguity for Israel, 
having regard to the fluid nature of 
events In our area. He even opposed 
any mention, in the Declaration of 
Independence, of Israel's borders 
as set out in the UN resolution on 
partition, preferring ambiguity to 
mention of specific lines. 

Under the armistice agreements, 
certain di militarized zones were 
created. Here, too, there was a sub- 
stantial element of ambiguity. No 
attempt was made, after the 
agreements were signed, to spell 
out details about these cones.. From 
time to time armed clashes oc- 
curred in the zones, particularly on 
the Syrian border, because of the 
opposing Interpretations: but no 
attempt was ever made to clarify 
the situation and remove the fag of 
uncertainty. The Inherent ambigui- 
ty of the situation, coupled with on 
unequivocal Israeli policy, 
militated to Israel's advantage. 


ONE OF THE most Important 
documents to have emerged In the 
Israel-Arkb conflict Is Security 
Council Resolution 212. Its impor- 
tance derives primarily from the 
fact that in Its ambiguity, it is a 
diplomatic tour de force. 

It talks about "territories" 
without specifying which 
territories. It talks about 
“withdrawal" without specifying 
from where and to where'. It Is a. 
work of art in that It provides each 
of the parties with a clear basis on 
which to conduct negotiations. It 
allows each party to interpret its 
provisions in accordance with its 
national interests and thus creates ‘ 
the common basis necessary for the 
development of diplomatic 


- negotiations. 

It is thus a document of the 
greatest significance and any clum- 
sy attempt by the Western Euro- 
pean community to change it by 
spelling out certain issues would 
diminish its importance con- 
siderably and possibly doom it.-It is 
probably because of its inherent 
ambiguity that Mr. Begin did not 
take kindly to it when he was a 
member of Mr. Esbkol’s coalition 
government 

The situation along the Jordan 
River and the coexistence which 
has developed between its two 
banks Is also a product of ambigui- 
ty. Had any official document ever 
been produced in order to 'give ex- 
pression to the situation that exists 
today at the Jordan bridges, 
nothing would have come of it. No 
Jordanian government would ever 
have signed such' a document. But 
by allowing things to develop In an 
ambigluous and amorphous 
manner, with each side looking to 
its own best interests but not being 
required at any stage to spell them - 
out or to give any official sanction 
to the steps It was taking, apart 
from action on the ground, we have 
reached a stage of coexistence that 
'could never have been achieved In a 
formal manner, 

A situation whereby over a 
million people cross the Jordan in 
both directions each year, joint 
tourist projects have developed, 
and trade flows across the bridges 
in both directions to the tune of tens 
of millions of dollars a year, could 
never have been achieved in the 
given circumstances without wise 
recourse to the benefits of ambigui- 
ty. 
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Jerusalem too. In. a situation which 
has not been spelt out to the final 
letter , adegreeoffleribiltity exists; 
and then it Is Initiative, ability and 
actions that coHnt. ' 

This has been, the case with 
Jerusalem fair' the past is years,

In 
many cases they demanded proof of 
family Income, after such proof had 
been destroyed or hidden by the 
Germans themselves. In other 
cases the proof was behind the 
Communist borders and un- 
available.

If a claimant died in the 
meantime he and his heirs forfeited 
all their rights.
